“Protestant churches in New York are 
urging each of their members to become 
acquainted with at least one immigrant 
family in their neighborhood and to 
maintain neighborly relations with it. 
The suggestion comes as a part of an 
educational movement !aunched by these 
churches to bring the immigration popu- 
lation of the city within the fold of 
Americanism. Immigrants, the spokes- 
men of this movement assert, are not at 
present properly welcomed by the Ameri- 
can people. As a consequence they don’t 
‘fuse’ readily with our institutions and 
social and civic life. 

“The undertaking of the Protestant 
churches shows a high sense of citizen- 
ship on the part of the originators and 
backers of this movement. The aloofness 
of the American family towards its immi- 
grant neighbors is responsible quite as 
much for the growth of exclusively for- 
eign sections in our large cities as is the 
clannishness of the immigrants them- 
selves. 

“The public schools have shown how 
susceptible the immigrant child is to 
assimilation. The churches, by adopting 
a policy of neighborliness, will soon find 
that even the older generation of aliens 
can be made to become a serviceable part 
of the American community instead of 
remaining outside of it.” 


We agree with our correspondent. 
These strangers in a strange land need 
befrienders, and would welcome, and be 
truly helped by, none so much as those of 
their own faith. It is true that the differ- 
ent nationalities have, in New York, Cath- 
olic homes where immigrants may apply 
for counsel and often be directed to em- 
ployment; and it is also true that the 
Cardinal is doing his utmost to provide 
for their religious wants.
